Brady, of the Canadian National Railways, declared that the railways would 
be better off without passenger traffic, and that sleeping cars and observation 
cars were invariably a source of loss, while A. ©. Egan, for the Canadian 
National, made the statement that all the railway's profits are. mide during 
‘the last five months of the year when the grain is moving. 

Of course, passenger traffic must be. cared for whether it is a paying 
proposition or not, but if observation ears, Which are a luxury and not a 
necessity, invar lably losé money, then they should be reduced to a minimum 
or discarded altogether. Furthermore, inasmuch as it is only the well-to-do 

. who mdke use of sleeping cars, rates: should be advanced to a figure wheré 
é such.cars would not be operated at a loss, even though they did not produce 
a profit. Or the ‘rate should be reduced to a figure that would make it poss- 
ible for the less well-to-do to use them, thus obviating these cars running across 
the continent only partly filled. Volume at a less rate would be more profit- 
able than partly empty cars. The average'Canadian taxpayer should not be 
called upon to provine comfort: for others which he cannot himself afford to 

enjoy. 
The amount of money it requires ‘to build a sleeping car or an observa- 

é tion car will build several freight cars, and, according to these*railway offi-

‘ only would the volume of grain traffic be enormously increased: during the 
last five months of the year, with still larger profits to the railways, but these 
additional millions of people on the farms would create am enormous demand 
for manufactured goods, fuel, lumber and merchandise of all kinds, which | 
would provide a much heayier freight traffic, throughout the other seven 
months of the year. 

What our Canadian railways need more than anything else Is more trafli¢ 
to keep profitably loaded trains rolling over the tens of thousands of miles of 

» rails in this country. In order to create that larger traffic there must be 
more people in Canada—people who'in the first place produce something from 
the almost illimitable natural resources of this Dominion, and who, in turn, 
would require to be supplied with those’ things, manufactured and otherwise, 
which they do not themSelves produce but must have to sustain life and en- 
able them to carry on-their work of production. 

A national policy to encourage production is the only way to save the 
National Railways and make them earners of profits instead of producers of 
deficits.

TELEPHONE: RATES 


Increases in rural rates and 
rates for ¢vchange on the govern- 
inéut telephone lines in the pro- 
vince, are contemplated by the 
provincial telephone department, 
to an extent sufficient to. provide 
a depreciation “reserve fund for 
the system which has not yet 
been provided for fully. 

This announcement was .con- 
tained in a statement issied tg the 
Albertan ‘on Friday by. Vernon 
W. Smith,minister of railways 
and télephones in-the Greenfield 
government. Coupld with this is 
the assurance that the increases 
will not be beyond’the actual need 
o€ the debt, and that the service 


will be furnished at cost. It is 
the intention, too; states ~ Mr, 
Smith, to eliminate any tinneces- 


sary expense and bring the cost 
down to a minintum. What the 
increase will 8 hag not been de- 
cided. ° 

Mr Smith’s announcement comes 
as the first important declaration 
of policy ‘in the telephone  de- 
partment since the new govern- 
ment came into-office. Ina tyye- 
statement handed — out 
just before leaving for the north 
again, Mr Smith sets for the} 
reason for the preposed increases 
and provides interesting details 
concerning the system under pre- 
sent conditions.
